The birth of a child, the death of 
several wounded soldiers, the search 
for w ater in the desert, the constant 
straggling 
away 
from 
the line 
of 
m arch and the rounding up again of 
scores of the refugees were some of 
the difficulties with which the United 
States 
cavalrym en, 
com manded 
by 
M ajor McNamec, had to contend. The 
M exicans, guarded virtually as pris­ 
oners, 
outnum bered 
the 
escorting 
Am erican soldiers ten to one. 
Viewed from a hilltop the oncoming 
arm y as 
it 
zigzagged 
through 
the 
m ountain passes and reached back­ 
ward into the dusty distance ten miles 
away, was a picture of exhaustion, al­ 
though the prospect of soon reaching 
the railway and am ple supplies of ra ­ 
tions seem ed to revive fresh courage. 
Since they were routed from O jina­ 
ga by General Villa's rebel forces and 
com pelled to cross the border into the 
U nited States a t Presidio, Tex., eight 
days ago, the Mexican soldiers have 
had only scant supplies. 


Prisoners Endure Hardships. 


Many of the foreigners were poorly 
clad and w ithout blankets, so that 
th eir suffering at night was intense. 
It w’as rem arked by the American 
officers th at of all the m archers the 
Mexican women were the best. There 
w ere instances of women who yielded 
th eir places on horseback or burros 
to men who found them selves tired 
out with the walk. 
The m arching column was a curious 
mingling of people and anim als, while 
In places the women with their red 
dresses and shaw ls gave a touch of 
brilliant color to the scene. 
W her­ 
ever there w ere spaces in the line or 
between a horse’s legs there was sure 
to be a mongrel dog. 
A little group of women by the road­ 
side, formed by the perm ission of 
those in charge, attested the birth of 
a child. 
The old women who attended an­ 
nounced a little girl had joined the 
procession 
and 
the 
news 
traveled 
down the entire line, arousing a fire 
of conversation.

Provision for the punishm ent of in­ 
dividual offenders. 
In all the legisla­ 
tion planned by the adm inistration it 
is proposed to include penalties not 
only for the persons at the head of 
corporations practicing unlawful acts, 
but for those individuals responsible 
for the direction of unlawful restraints 
on trade.

Y., to W ilkesbarre, Pa., will begin at 
once as a result of the refusal of the 
com pany to gran t the m en's dem ands 
for the reinstatem ent of two of their 
number. 
Engineers, firemen, conductors, te­ 
legraphers and trainm en were order­ 
ed out. 
Shop w orkers and office em ­ 
ployes were not Included. 
All trains will be run to their te r­ 
m inals in order to avoid tying up mail 
and express.

C. S. Hyms, vice president and gen­ 
eral m anager, appealed by telegraph 
to the federal board of m ediation and 
conciliation in W ashington, requesting 
it to intervene.

the board, wired the union represen­ 
tatives asking the withholding of the 
order pending mediation. 
They re­ 
ceived this telegram two hours after 
the m ajority ,of their com m itteem en 
aud grand lodge officers had left to 
w ithdraw the men from the service.

In fact, all 
leaders make it a point to hold down 
the appropriations and work to that 
end—lf it doesn't affeet their states. 


M utt Have Something. 
There is a campaign coming on. 
Every man in congress knows th at he 
must have som ething m ore than the 
record of his party with which to go 
before his people. 
Ile m ust have 
som ething w ith a "point with pride" 
in it which is personally attached to 
himself. 
It’s all well to go back and 
say, "I have stood by the adm inistra­ 
tion and upheld the president’s hands.” 
but If. in addition, he eau say. "I have 
got tw o or three public buildings and 
some hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in rivers and harbors.” it helps—in 
fact, it gets more votes than the first 
statem ent. 
And so the leaders will 
have to see the appropriations go as 
high as, if not higher than, in auy pre­ 
vious congress. 


Constitutional Talk. 
President Wilson had to w ait until 
there was a great am ount of talk be 
fore the tariff and the currency bills 
w ere passed, but the prospects are 
that there will be a deal more talk on 
the tru sts than on either of the other 
measures. 
The tru st question 
will 
bring up the lim its of the constitution 
and give all the constitutional lawyers 
an opportunity to talk.

pect rather drastic trust legislation 
this winter. 
Meat Supply. 
Bishop Rowe of Alaska says that 
even arctic Alaska is a great govern 
m ent asset. In time, he says, the rein­ 
deer in that part of Alaska will aug 
m ent a supply of meat which Is dimiu 
ishiug in the United States. 
When the 
governm ent began sending reindeer to 
Alaska it was for the purpose of giving 
the natives food, transportation and 
clothing, all to come from those useful 
anim als, but it appears th a t the rein­ 
deer have Increased to such extent 
th a t they will be exported to the 
states as a m eat supply. 


Struggle For Right of Way.
